President 


For Roy Boe, the 46-year-old President of the New York 
Islanders, this past hockey season proved once and for all 
that the Islanders have arrived. Now that Boe has achieved 
his second championship for the American Basketball 
Association New York Nets and led them into the National 
Basketball Association, Roy has set his sights on his other 
major goal--a Stanley Cup title for the New York Islanders. 


Just eight years ago Boe was completely involved in the 
garment industry as head of the successful Boe Jests 
clothes. Then he purchased the Westchester Bulls, a farm 
club of the New York Football Giants, which he transferred to 
Long Island after one season. In 1969, Roy obtained the Nets 
from trucking tycoon, Arthur Brown, and started a major 
rebuilding program, culminating with the acquisition of Julius 
Erving and the first of two ABA championships in 1974. In 
1972, Boe continued his metoric rise in the professional 
sports business when he obtained a National Hockey League 
franchise for the newly built Nassau Coliseum. In just four 
years of major league hockey, Roy has seen his infant 
Islanders twice make the semi-finals of the Stanley Cup 
playoffs and in the process became one of the most feared 
clubs in NHL. To his credit, the energetic Boe has never 
failed to sign his top amateur draft selections, which have 
included some of the game’s future superstars such as the 
1976 Norris Trophy winner Denis Potvin and the 1976 Rookie 
of the Year Bryan Trottier. 


To aid in the development of his fine young players, Boe 
acquired the Racquet & Rink in Farmingdale as a permanent 
practice facility. In addition to its use as the home of the 
Islanders, Racquet & Rink is the metropolitan area 
headquarters for youth hockey. Although Boe is fully 
committed to achieving his goal of a Stanley Cup title for the 
Islanders, his past experience has taught him that to do so at 
the fans expense is not the Boe style. Keeping ticket prices 
below the level of the most expensive NHL clubs and 
providing increased television and radio coverage are just 
two ways that Roy has kept his commitment to the people 
who have supported the Islanders since the beginning. 


WILLIAM A. TORREY 
Vice President and 
General Manager 


At the announcement of his signing in February of 1972, New 
York Islanders Vice President and General Manager Bill 
Torrey was asked how long it would take for the Long Island 
club to reach contender status. “You've got to take your 
lumps down the line, but | expect it will take about five years,” 
said the man in charge of the day to day operation of the 
entire New York Islanders hockey club. 


Although familiar with the problems inherent with an 
expansion hockey club from his two-year tenure as Vice 
President of the Oakland Seals, little did the 42-year-old 
native of Montreal realize how accurate his evaluation of the 
time limit it would take to build a team of contender status. 
Adhering to his philosophy of blending youth with 
experience, Torrey has led the Islanders to the semi-finals of 
the Stanley Cup playoffs in each of the last two seasons and 
molded a club that is one of the most feared in the NHL. 
Through excellent drafting of such fine young players as 
Denis Potvin, Bryan Trottier, Bill Harris and Clark Gillies and 
the trades like the acquisition of J. P. Parise and Jude Drouin, 
Torrey is well ahead of his own timetable. 


Although last year was a tremendous success both on and 
off the ice, General Manager Torrey is not going to sit still 
and expect the same results. In addition to his duties with the 
Islanders, Torrey is also responsible for the Islanders minor 
league affiliations and the development of future players for 
the major league club. It is to his credit that Torrey has kept 
the Central Hockey League intact while acting as a member 
of the Board of Governors and seen his own Fort Worth Club 
produce such players as Glenn Resch and Pat Price. Torrey 
has also kept a close working relationship with the Muskegon 
Mohawks of the International Hockey League in the hopes 
that their organization can continue to produce good 
prospects for the Islanders Fort Worth Texan club in the 
CHL. 


Now that the Islanders are “on schedule” Torrey has set his 
goal on bringing the Stanley Cup to Long Island. 


) his club defeated Minnesota in the quarter-final of the 
playoffs, they were eventually knocked out in the semi- 
finals by the Stanley Cup winning Boston Bruins. 
For Arbour, who was the 1975 recipient of the Coach of the 
ALGER J. ARBOUR to ae ee Ls fens Mele a i la Rian 
ave been beyond the expectations of even the most devote 
Coach of the New York Islanders of Islander fans. However, the veteran of four Stanley Cup 
champions will not be satisfied by records or awards; the 
only thing that will make Al Arbour happy is a Stanley Cup 
champion on Long Island. 


ADMINISTRATIVE STAFF 


At the close of his first season behind the bench of the New 
York Islanders, coach Al Arbour saw his personal streak of 19 
straight years in the playoffs come to an end. Although many 
people laughed at the bespectacled coach of the youthful 
Islanders when he predicted that his new playoff streak 
would commence the following season, few who have 
witnessed the development of the club in the past seasons 
will ever again doubt an Arbour prediction. 


This past season the 43-year-old Sudbury, Ontario native, 
who was named coach of the New York Islanders on June 10, Edichadwitk 
1973 proved that his prediction was not a mirage. In only 

their fourth season in the NHL, Arbour guided the Islanders 

to second place in the tough Lester Patrick Division and 

became the youngest club in NHL history to break the 100 

point barrier. In the opening round of the Stanley Cup 

playoffs, the Islanders disposed of the always tough 

Vancouver Canucks in consecutive games and then moved 

into the quarter-final round against the high scoring Buffalo 

Sabres. After losing the first two games in the best-of-seven = 
series, Arbour changed strategy using a special defense to Gerry Ehman Ken Friedman 
stop the famed “French Connection” line.

strategy was successful as the Islanders captured the next 
four consecutive contests and for the second straight season 
clinched a berth in the Stanley Cup semi-finals, this time 
against the Montreal Canadiens. 


Although the Islanders managed to stop the Canadiens 
undefeated streak in Stanley Cup play and become the only 
team to register a win over the 1976 regular season and 
Stanley Cup champions during the Stanley Cup action, the \ -

Behind the bench in one of the most demanding and 
important jobs in professional sports today, the New York 
Islanders are fortunate to have two excellent young men 
whose duties rarely receive the attention they so capably 
deserve. 


The 28-year-old head trainer, Ron Waske, and 26-year-old 
assistant trainer, Jim Pickard, have been together for the 


past two seasons and provide the Islanders with one of the 
strongest pair of club trainers in the National Hockey 
League today. 


Waske, a former college hockey player with a degree in 
Physical Education from St. Lawrence University, assumed 
the role of head trainer at the start of the 1974-75 season. The 
Canton, New York native, who studied under the famed 
James “Doc” Littlejohn at St. Lawrence, did an outstanding 
job in keeping the Islanders injury record one of the lowestin 
the NHL. Prior to joining the Islanders, Waske received his 
professional hockey baptism working with the AHL 
Jacksonville Barons. During the summer, Ron instructed at 
the Islanders summer hockey school and attended the NHL 
trainers convention. Ron and his wife Peg have a young 
daughter, Amy. 


Pickard, who broke into the NHL as the equipment manager 
of the California Golden Seals, has been with the Islanders 
since their inception, except to enter private business in the 
1973-74 season. In addition to assisting head trainer Waske 
in the injury department, Jim is primarily responsible for the 
daily equipment needs of the players. The native of Niagara- 
On-The-Lake, Ontario and his wife, Sue spent the summer 
on Long Island where Jim was responsible for keeping the 
injuries at the Islander summer hockey school at a minimum.
